There is no reason to bolieve 
that British industry ig lacking 
in the qualities calculated to 
vindicate its claim to a share of 
the Far Eastern trade. The 
days have gone when rivals were 
few and able to put up but a 
moderate challenge. The re- 
markable industrial progress 
made by Japan who can command 
the special advantages accruing 
from her geographical position 
has been the chief feature of 
‘China's foreign trade reports in 
recent years. Her competitors 
lean hardly expect to deny | to 
Japan the place which she has 
held since 1910, although last 
year, owing to Sino-Japanese 
differences, she, had to be content 
with running second to the 
United States of America, Great 
Britain securing the third place. 
as has been the consistent rule 
since 1920. ‘This does not take 
into account the trade with 
Hongkong. Nevertheless Great 
Britain can rely on the ability 
lof her manufacturing industries 
to compete with no little success 
for a share of the China market, 
now as in the past.

CUBA’S WOES 
Oct. 7. 


The revolution which is still 
proceeding in Cuba, despite the 
fact that it is sometimes held up 
by ‘the inclement weather, has 
about it, elements common to 
most uprisings of this nature no 
matter in what country they 
occur, Indeed, in, some of its 
aspects, particularly the fury 
‘with which the rebels have waged 
war upon the government, it is 
‘reminiscent of other uprisings 
which have marked the history of 
‘Guba even in the days of the 
Spanish possession and. later 
when republic had been formed, 
Intervention became a fact be- 
‘tween 1906 and 1908 when con- 
sequent upon the rebellion of 
General Gomez, the United 
States at the’ invitation of 
President Palma took an active 
‘part in the maintenance of peace 
on the island. ‘The declaration 
of the second republic in 1909 
gave promise of a lasting peace 
and it is more than probable that 
this would have been the case had 
it not been for the after effects 
‘of the war which hit the Cuban 
as it has every other nation in 
the world. Tt was in 1929 that 
General Gerardo Machado was 
‘lected to the presidency of Cuba 
for the term of six years. He 
had behind him the powerful 
backing of the sugar interests, 
while foreign political support 
was by no means lacking from 
‘the adjacent continent, Supe 

ficially ‘General Machado’s gov- 
ernment had all the appearances 
‘of. stability, but there were 
underground forces long ferment 
“ing, ready at any moment to 
Durst out into tragic activity. 























Two years after his accession to 
office the president had to face a 
stubborn outbreak in 1931. ‘That 
was quelled and from that 
tmoment, General Machado who 
had become President with the 
consent of the people became 
their bitterest and most relent 
less oppressor. 

It is not difficult to understand 
the position in Cuba. Eighty 
per cent. of the island's produe- 
tion is sugar: it ean produce one- 
fifth the world’s requirements. 
Thirteen years ago Cuba was 
rich; raw sugar sold on the New 
York market at a price which 
meant good profits. A decade 
later it had fallen to between one 
and two eents a pound and Cuba 
was stricken. With uremploy- 
ment rife as a consequence, with 
revolutionary thought runing, 
like wildfire throughout the 
dissatisfied population, with Com- 
munism rampant in the minds of 
the hungry workless the revolt 
of 1931 is. perfectly understand: 
able, It was sternly repressed 
but not scotched, and from that 
Machado could 
only main ion by ter 
roristie methods of a nature that 
not only failed to achieve its 
ultimate object, but created an 
atmosphere of hate which no 
ruler could hope eventually to 
live down, In fact a struggle 
arose between the government on 
the one hand, and the students, 
with their A.B.C. movem 
the other, in which assassination 
Was the weapon conunon to both. 
Machado's secret police carried 
on the war with the students as 
sternly and as unserupulously as 
the students fought back, and 
when following the outbreak 
which commenced on August 9 of 
this year, Rogerio Perez Villalon 
shot and. killed Col. Antonio 
Jiminez, the dreaded head of 
‘Machado’s secret police, the seal 
of success was. set upon the re- 
volution and Villalon himself we 
elevated to the position of a 
national hero, Machado would 
probably have been safe had not 
the Army revolted without vio- 
lence on August, 11 and the 
following day Machado we 
forced to flee the country. On 
August 13 Dr. Carlos Manuel de 
Cespedes “became provisional 
president, but he was not des 
tined to hold office long. | Later, 
for a short time, a sergeant in the 
army was head of the gover 
ment, but he in turn gave place 
to Dr. San Martin, whose tenure 
of office according to the latest 
telegrams does not appear to have 
much of a future before it, 

‘The interesting feature of the 
struggle as it now stands is the 
position of the United States. 
Four times have the government 
of the United States been obliged 
to send troops into Cuba to quell 
disorder. ‘There wotld seem to 
exist even now not only a moral 
duty to do so should the demand 
for such action become imper: 
tive, but an actual legal right as 
embodied in the Platt Amend- 
ment (1901). It is very much 
to the credit of the Roosevelt 
administration that the President 
has exercised a discretion with 
regard to this question which is 
wholly admirable. ‘There is in 
the countries of Latin America, 
‘an increasing feeling against the 
‘application of all the implications 
‘of the Monroe Doctrine, a senti- 
ment of independence which 
demands that the Latin American 
countries should be allowed to 
work out their own salvation 
along their own lines, and with- 
‘out, the paternal supervision of 
the great republic on the northern 
continent. ‘The first war vessels 
were sent to™Cuba only after 
Machado had beon ousted, and 
feven then, with the express 
permission of the new president, 
a proceeding which the influential 
“Prensa” of Buenos Aires des- 
ceribed as “highly significant for 
the peoples of our continent, 
especially Cuba.” It is worthy 
‘of note, however, that though the 
President of the United States 
has not ordered actual military 
or naval intervention, adequate 
preparations for such a step have 
been, or are still being made 
while simultaneously President 
Roosevelt has used his good 
offices for the purpose of securing 
‘a restoration of order by more 
peaceful means if indeed that be 
possible.

Taichow, Che., Sept. 26. 
‘The typhoon last week did a good 
deal “of damage here. Tiles from 
the roofs of houses” flew in all 
directions, and the things in the 
fields and vegetable gardens were 
lasted by the wind, On Tuesday 
morning they looked as though a 
five had passed over them.

Famous Spectacle on Chientung 
River 


‘Shanghai, Oct. &

‘An_ awe-inspiring 
ported on September 6 (seventeenth 

‘of th seventh moon of the lunar 
ealendar) from Haining, the market 
town on the Shanghal-Hangchow 
highway which is considered -prob- 
bly the best point from which to 
iew the bore. When the bore 
passed Haining on that, day the 
Kuan Zau Ding, or “Bore-View 
Mall,” on the dyke was flooded, an 
‘event of exceedingly rare occurrence 
in the history of Haining. Tt is a 
ggmmon fallacy, it, may "he, noted, 
that the Hangchow bore can be seen 
only some time after the. Mid- 
Autumn Festival, generally on the 
seventeenth day of the eighth moon. 
‘Though tho one during the eighth 
moon usually attains the greatest 
force, actually there is a bore after 
the full moon every month on the 
Chientang. 

‘The Hangchow Bore, according to 
an account: recently written by an 
experienced observer, is not a tidal 
wave, having none of the character- 
istic ‘undulations of the surface. 
Particles of wood have been seen 
borne along on the crest, or Im- 
mediately behind it and’ ’Keoping 
their’ relative » positions for long 
distances. Several influences acting 
‘simultaneously combine to eause the 
bore, “Hangchow Bay asa. whole 

immense funnel, 60 
8 wide at its entrance, and nar 
ing to a width of only ine miles 
at Kanpu, 70 land. Entering 
the bay through narrow passes. be- 
tween ‘the islands, the ocean tide 
results in a piling up of the waters 
in the vieinity of Kanpu, During 
this rapid rise the water is falling 
above Kanpu, and two hours before 
the wave breaks in to a bore there 
isa differonce of level of nine to 
twerve feet between Chapa and 
Kanpu, and a lesser difference be- 
tween Haining and Kanpu, the slope 
of the water surface being towards 
Kanpu from both directions.

Formation of Bore 
When it is low water at “laining, 
the water is rising so that the 
slope from Kanpu is raversed, the

‘ome 13 miles below Haining, they 
then career on as one wave, the 
helght and force of which depend 
primarily on the state of the tide, 
the bore being highest as a general 
rule at the equinoxes, or when it is 
new or full moon. Other factors are 
the wind, the volume the river 

ischarging, and the 

indbars 
change with every tide, but appear 
to shift back and forth across. the 
river according to the season. 


As long as 45 minutes or an hour 
before the bore arrives at the 
Pagoda, the roar of the rising water 
‘may be'heard at Haining. ‘The first 
appearance of the bore has been well 
described as ‘‘a long white streak 
‘acfoss the horizon, alternately rising 
and falling. Shortly after it comes 
in sight, junks riding in on the 
after-rush may be seen. The wave 
from the southeast super-imposes 
itself on the wave from the east 
about 10 miles below Haining, reach- 
fing its maximum height near the 
Haining Pagoda. From there it 
begins to fall away.” The front of 
the bore advances at about 15 knots 
‘at spring tides, and eight to ten 
knots at neaps.’ After the vertical 
front has passed, the water rises 8 
to 10 ft. in an hour, and the tidal 
stream runs rapidly.

Narrow Escape of Rev. L. T. 
Chao on the Fu River

While travelling by native boat 
up the Fu river to Pinglo Rev. L. T.

-This| 
simply because it can then be write 
ten in Chinese characters for the| 
benefit of Chinese who do not re 
English. Nor is it observable that 
foreigners when adopting a Chinese!

Which does not necessarily require 
Mr. Yui's ‘explanation. » At the 
same time, it also 1s quite plain that 
Such extraterritoriality, foreign 
Settlements or concessions, as we! 
witness here in Shanghal or else, 
Where in some other parts of 
Ghina, are the abnormal, ‘state of 
affairs in. which the integrity re- 
ferred to above is placed. under 
restaint by foreign countries and 
which is a system peculiar to this 
country. 

It may safely be said, therefore, 
that an outery for extending such 
authority into foreign settlements 
Without frst effeeting: the abolition 
of extrality and settlements must 
be treated as a sophism tantamount 
to saying, “putting the cart before 
the horse" —an outcry that is being 


























raised by half-baked pedantic 
youths in this country. 

In principle, we, foreigners, ni 
turally are anxious to see that 
time 








it must be remembered, how- 
fever, that before such a chance 
comes, ‘it is absolutely incumbent 
upon China to behave herself better 
‘and properly, and that the sophis- 
tie syllogism'on the part of China 
with regard to the programme for 
‘extending her influence and juris- 
diction into. foreign settlements is 
‘simply, proving not only an obstacle 
butia factor which makes foreigners 
feel more than ever the necessity 
of maintaining their settlements in 
this country.

which, to say the least, is nearly 
tantamount to the rendition of the|

SWIMMING MEET AT HONGKONG 


Shanghai Recovers Losses in Narrowly Beating 
Victoria Recreation Club 


Hongkong, Oct. 2. 
Thrills galore were dished out. to 
Ja crowded house in the swimming 
meet here this evening between the 
Foreign Y.M.C.A. of Shanghai anil 
he Victoria’ Recreation “Club “of 
jongkong. 
jonel_Roza-Pereira, the Colony’s 
main hope, did not disappoint his 
Supporters, seoring the majority of 
the home’ team’s points. He won 
{the 440 yards free style and the 100 
yards back stroke, played a leading 
part. in Hongkong’s, victory in the 
1 yards mediey relay, and placed 
sceond to Hadley in the 60 yards 
freestyle, “His duels with the 
wanghai flash in the free style 
jevents invariably brought the crowd 
to their feet, and mainly thanks to 
‘efforts the local team is now 
leading Ly 27 points to 23. 

Shanghai drew first blood through 
Hadley, who won the 50 yards free 
style in 25 seconds thus’ bettering 
his Shanghai record by one-fifth of 
fa second. 

Roza-Pereira led during the first
